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Father of two died 


of heroin overdose 


A FATHER of two died 
from a heroin overdose 
only a few hours after a 
friend had begged him 
to stop taking the drug. 

An inquest into the death 
of Steven Kilpatrick heard 
how the 40-year-old car¬ 
penter had horrified his 
drinking friends when he 
informed them he had 
started to dabble in the class 
A drug. 

However, he ignored their 
warnings on the evening of July 6 
and returned home to shoot up. He 
was found dead - slumped over the 
kitchen table - the next morning 
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by his two teenage sons. 

Colin Green told the inquest at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court that he had 
pleaded with Mr Kilpatrick, 
known locally as “Jock”, to stop 
taking heroin after his friend 
confided in him about his drug use 
over a pint in the Crown pub, in 
Littleport. 

He said: “He told me he was 
doing the stuff in the tin foil 
[heroin]. I said: ‘You do not want to 
touch that - if you do, I will smack 
you on the nose.” 

Mr Green told how he had then 
been invited by Mr Kilpatrick to 
join a drug-taking session on 


Saturday, July 7 with his friend, 
Adrian Powell, known as Adie, but 
had declined. 

Mr Kilpatrick’s sister, Leeann 
Barrett, told the Weekly News 
after the hearing how her family 
were shocked by her brother’s 
death. 

“My brother also told me drugs 
are for mugs,” she said. 

“Everyone said it just wasn’t like 
him to take heroin - he didn’t 
really know much about them at 
all,” she said. 

“He was a great dad and a great 
brother and all of us miss him so 
much.” 

She added that her family are 
considering legal action against 
the police because they are 
unhappy about the investigation 
into the death. They believe the 


involvement of former drug addict 
Adie Powell was not properly 
explored and they had asked the 
inquest to record a verdict of 
unlawful killing. 

Mr Powell had denied supplying 
or taking drugs with Mr 
Kilpatrick. 

No evidence against him was 
found by police, who insist there is 
no case against him, but the 
inquest heard he had been forced 
to leave Littleport as he feared the 
community might take the law 
into their own hands. 

Coroner William Morris rejected 
the application by the family’s 
lawyer, Michael Judkins, to make a 
verdict of unlawful killing - citing 
the involvement of Adie Powell - 
and instead recorded a verdict of 
death by abuse of drugs.

KIND-hearted magicians 
have held a show to raise 
money for two boys 
orphaned by the sudden 
death of their mother 
earlier this year.

Brenda’s former boss Sarah 
Dunne, who is cell culture 
manager at the Waterbeach firm, 
said: “We are only a small firm 
and we all knew the two boys, so 
it’s why we wanted to help. 

“Brenda was a big part of the 
company and we all miss her 
hugely She was always having a 


laugh and helped to keep 
everyone smiling, even if she was 
having a tough time herself. 

“Everyone is so shocked by her 
death that we just want to do 
something to help her wonderful 
boys.” 

Previous donations to the 
Conner and Garath Browning 
Fund, have already helped pay 
for school trips for the two boys, 
as well as help for Conner, who 
uses a wheelchair as he suffers 
from chronic fatigue syndrome. 

Brenda’s parents, Marjorie and 
Barry Green, who are now 
looking after the boys at their 
home in Woodbridge, Suffolk, 
said: “We’ve been overwhelmed 
by the kindness shown by 
everyone who has contributed to 
the fund.

‘Inspirational’ pub 
manager dies at 43

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to the manager of 
an award-winning pub 
who has died from a 
massive heart attack at 
the age of 43. 

Richard Howe, who ran The 
Cutter Inn on Ely’s riverside, 
died at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
in Cambridge, on Saturday 
evening after he was taken ill 
unexpectedly at his Ely home. 

Staff at the pub and 
restaurant, which was named 
Best Food Pub in the East of 
England last month, were 
informed of his death before 
beginning their evening shift 
on Saturday, but fought back 
the tears to serve customers 
that evening. 

Steve Haslam, who owns the 
popular pub in Annesdale with 
his partner Jo Drain, said: 
“Some of the girls were serving 
the tables in tears. 

“We broke the news to the 
staff on Saturday evening, but 
they still served dinner to 200 
people that night and 400 
people on Sunday without a 
single problem. 

“We explained the situation 
to the customers, who were 
very understanding and

thought our staff were very 
brave to continue. 

“Richard would have wanted 
our team to give it their best 
shot - he would have been very 
proud of them. 

“He was an inspirational 
manager. He was always there 
to help people, mentor them or 
give them another chance. He 


was always prepared to think 
the best of you. 

“He has been instrumental in 
making our team as fantastic 
as it is now. He will be sorely 
missed by all of us.” 

Steve and Jo first met 
Richard 20 years ago when he 
hired their cleaning firm to 
clean the pub he managed in 
Rickmansworth, Hertfordshire. 
When the couple bought and 
refurbished the Cutter Inn in 

2005, they hired him as a 
manager. 

Since opening in January 

2006, the pub has won seven 
prestigious awards, including 
East Anglian Pub of the Year 
and Best Newcomer in their 
first year. 

The pub was closed on 
Monday following Richard’s 
death, but is now reopened for 
business. 

Mr Howe’s parents have 
travelled from his home town of 
Sheffield to Ely this week. He is 
also survived by his brother 
and sister. 

Mr Haslam added: “Richard 
found his spiritual home in Ely 
and he absolutely loved living 
here. He used to love sitting out 
on our balcony at 7am and 
drinking his coffee. 

“He was very proud of the 
Cutter and once said ‘I’m so 
happy to have moved down 
here - I’d like to stay here 
forever’.”

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Book tells slave’s incredible story

SCHOOLCHILDREN have helped 
tell the incredible story of a slave 
turned political writer by 
illustrating a new book about his 
extraordinary life. 

The artwork by pupils from 
Soham Village College features in 
the biography, Olaudah, which 
focuses on life of Olaudah 
Equiano, whose books on the 
brutality of slavery shocked 18th 
Century Britain and helped lead 
to its abolition in 1807. 

Equiano, who was also known as 
Gustav Vassa, is associated with 
the Cambridgeshire town 
because he was married to local 
girl Susannah Cullen in St 
Andrew’s Church, Soham, in 
1792, where a plaque 
commemorates the marriage. 
Equiano, who lived in Soham for 
many years, has now been 
honoured with a new book 
written by Donna Martin, 
chairman of the Soham 
Community History Museum, 
who invited school children to 
contribute pictures. 

The book was on show at the 
museum’s 10th anniversary 
celebrations on Saturday, which 
saw more than 300 people enjoy 
historical exhibits, as well as a 
fashion show and displays of 
vintage cars. 

Donna Martin, who has published 
the book as part of a lottery- 
funded project to celebrate 
Equiano’s contribution to the 
anti-slavery cause, said: 

“Equiano was a really significant 
figure in raising awareness about 
the plight of slaves. 

“His book was a no-holds-barred 
account of the passage of slaves 
from Africa to America, which he 
had experienced. 

“He was also a very shrewd 
marketing man, who recruited 
people such as the Prince of 
Wales and various celebrities, to 
subscribe to his books. Once 


people saw them reading his 
works, people wanted to know 
about them and the anti-slavery 
movement. 

“However, while they were very 
moving and powerful at the time, 
they are not very accessible now. 
The language is very florid and 
full of the religious euphoria that 
was fashionable at the time. 
“That’s why I wrote the book and 
the pictures by Soham students 
and local artists also help to tell 


the story. It’s an amazing tale, 
including episode in which he 
visits the North Pole with a young 
Horatio Nelson, and it explains 
why he is such an important 
character.” 

Equiano was voted one of the 10 
most significant figures in black 
history in a poll in 2007, which 
also saw the launch of a lottery 
project costing £675,000 aimed 
at remembering his contribution 
to British society. 


Councillors want to 
boost allowances 


COUNCILLORS at a 
cash-strapped local auth¬ 
ority were this week set 
to vote themselves a 
bumper pay rise for the 
second time in just four 
months. 

Members of the Tory- 
controlled East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council were due 
to approve the 14 per cent 
increase in their basic annual 
allowance - from £3,850 to 
£4,400 - at the full council 
meeting this week. 

It comes hot on the heels of a 
similar move, which saw 
councillors vote to increase 
their allowance by £330 in July, 
while also doubling the pay of 
councillors chairing its major 
committees to £2,652. 

The latest round of pay rises 
will cost taxpayers an extra 
£33,000 in addition to the 
£22,000 cost of July’s increase 
when they come into effect next 
April. 

It follows a £70,000 reduction 
in arts spending by the council 
earlier this year, which led to 
the closure of the Babylon 
Gallery in July, while coun¬ 
cillors have also vowed to curb 
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council spending to prevent 
hefty Council Tax increases. 

Artist Ted Coney, of Water¬ 
side, Ely, who is fighting to 
reopen the popular riverside 
gallery, blasted the decision by 
councillors to accept the allow¬ 
ance increase. 

“The money must be flowing 
if they are giving themselves a 
big pay raise,” he said. 

“I am assuming we see some 
of it heading towards the 
Babylon Gallery soon. 

“I see there is also money to 
help fund the Cultural 
Olympiad events over the next 
four years, so where is the 
support for our fantastic 
gallery?” 

The pay increases have been 
decided by an independent 
remuneration panel, which is 
chaired by scientist Dr John 
Dudeney, deputy director of the 
British Antarctic Survey, in 
Cambridge. They will also see 
larger increases for councillors 
chairing committees, including 
pay hikes for council leader 
Cllr Fred Brown and Cllr 


Allyson Broadhurst, who leads 
the community services group. 

It comes after council leader 
Cllr Brown vowed to unfreeze a 
cap on allowance increases 
imposed by his predecessor Cllr 
Brian Ashton, despite pledges 
from the Tory administration 
to reduce council spending by 
three per cent by finding 
efficiency savings. 

But Cllr Brown, whose 
allowance as council leader 
almost doubles from £2,700 to 
£5,304, defended the increases. 

“The workload of councillors 
is greater than it has ever been. 
They are serving on new com¬ 
mittee and sub-committees, 
such as neighbourhood panels 
and the masterplan groups for 
Ely, Soham and Littleport, and 
this increase reflects this extra 
burden. 

“None of this was reflected 
in the last review by the ind¬ 
ependent remuneration panel, 
which has now updated last 
year’s report”. 

The Liberal Democrat 
opposition group have also 
confirmed they would support 
the pay increases, which will 
push total allowance spending 
in the district up by 17 per cent 
to almost £224,000.

Marina plans for pits on 
cards ‘by end of year’ 


CONTROVERSIAL 
plans for a marina at a 
wildlife haven could be 
submitted by the end of 
the year. 

Ely businessman Jeremy 
Tyrrell has announced that 
plans for a marina at Roswell 
Pits, in Ely, are now im¬ 
minent as scientists em¬ 
ployed by him over the years 
say they have finally 
resolved the environmental 
concerns over the site. 

Mr Tyrrell, who owns the 
much-loved wildlife haven, 
says the ecological experts 
had even formed their own 
independent “conservation 
management group” to put 
forward the case for 
moorings at the disused 
quarry 

He believes the group, 
which is led by Bedfordshire- 
based ecologist Dr Clifford 
Stuckey, will be able to 
address the fears of the 
Local Campaigners for the 
Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE), which has vigor-

ously opposed any moorings 
at Roswell Pits. 

It claims the arrival of 
motor boats would devastate 
the area’s fragile ecology, 
which supports many rare 
birds, including the booming 
bittern, although an RSPB 
report this year reported 
only one pair nested there on 
average each year. 

Mr Tyrrell, whose com¬ 
pany Jalsea Marine Services 
owns the city’s Cathedral 
marina, said: “We have 
carried out a number of 
studies and surveys at the 
pits over the last two years - 
geotechnical, topographical, 
hydrographical and eco¬ 
logical. 

“As a result of this work, 
we remain convinced that 
the area can be improved 
both for its ecology and the 
benefit of the local com¬ 
munity. 


“More importantly, the key 
scientists involved felt 
strongly enough about it to 
form their own, essentially 
voluntary, group to cham¬ 
pion the improvement of the 
pit. 

“This has evolved into the 
Nature Conservation Man¬ 
agement Group for Roswell 
Pit (NCMG), comprising a 
core group of scientists 
together with a steering 
committee drawn from local 
bodies and stakeholders. 

“The steering committee 
is not expected to meet very 
often, but will operate 
largely by e-mail. 

“A number of committee 
members have been con¬ 
firmed and approaches made 
to others. The committee 
would also like to hear from 
any other groups wishing to 
contribute. 

“The group is finalising 
the ecological reports at 
present and drafting outline 
design options for the pits. 

“We shall be making these 
public as and when they 


become available following 
discussion with Natural 
England. 

“We are in discussion with 
the Ely Country Park 
consultants, Sheils-Flynn, 
and are looking to produce a 
planning application by the 
end of this year or early 
next.” 

Mr Tyrrell added that the 
brief of the NCMG would be 
“To advise and oversee the 
enhancement of the wildlife 
value and community utili¬ 
sation of Roswell Pit in a 
safe and sustainable man¬ 
ner.” 

Liz Hunter, spokesman for 
the LCPRE, said: “It’s good 
that Mr Tyrrell is seeking 
independent advice on how 
to manage Roswell Pits. 

“It will be good to hear 
what role he sees in this 
group for The Wildlife Trust, 
the RSPB, Natural England, 
local ecologists and natur¬ 
alists who have been 
surveying the site over the 
past few years.”

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No action to 
cut noise level 

at skatepark 


OPPONENTS of a controver¬ 
sial skatepark that “booms like 
a steel drum” have been told no 
further action will be taken to 
dampen noise levels. 

Residents living near the £80,000 
park in St John’s Road playing fields 
had asked the City of Ely Council to 
look again at the “drumming effect” 
caused by skaters, claiming sound¬ 
proofing work undertaken in the 
summer had failed to fix the nuisance 
noise. 

But decibel level checks by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council in 
August have since led the council to 
conclude the noise is “within 
acceptable tolerances”. 

It follows the report by officers, 
which saw skaters leap onto the park’s 
hollow “funbox” - the source of the 
alleged booming noise - registering a 
reading of 54 decibels at the nearest 
house to the fields. 

According to World Health 
Organisation guidelines, a reading of 
between 50 and 55 decibels - the sound 
of a car travelling at about 30mph - in 
an “outdoor living area” would 
officially constitute an annoyance but 
only if it was steady continuous noise. 

Officers felt the noise from the 
skaters was “characterised by thumps, 
bangs and shouts”, so it did not fall 
into that category. 

Councillor Ron Bradney, chairman 
of the council’s recreation team, said 
it was now time to move on. 

“Officers from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council have measured the 
noise and found it is within acceptable 
limits. We have to accept their 
findings. 

“It is very popular with children, 
including my own grandchildren, who 
love it, and we are now working on 
improving other equipment across Ely 
and the district.” 

But Art Kelleway, chairman of the 
St John’s Road playing fields 
committee, has vowed to continue the 
fight for better soundproofing, such as 
filling in the hollow fun box, which 
was recommended by the council 
officers as a possible way to deaden 
the noise. 

He said: “It is not the end for us - we 
want to find out how the officers 
reached their conclusions as these 
readings are right on the extreme 
limits for what is acceptable.” 

Road ban for 
drink-driver 

A DRINK driver has been banned from 
the road for 20 months after a half- 
mile journey home cost him dearly. 

Kevin Bidwell, 44, was returning 
from a social club to Main Street, in 
Witchford, late on September 20 when 
he was stopped by police just yards 
away from his house. 

A breath test showed Bidwell was 
more than twice the legal drink drive 
limit, measuring 85 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100ml of breath. 

He pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday to 
drink driving, where he was ordered 
to pay a £270 fine, £75 court costs and 
£15 victim impact charge.

He also questioned the council’s test 
condition, which used only two 
skaters during a brief Monday 
morning session in the summer 
holidays. 

“If there had been more skaters, I’m 
sure the noise levels would have been 
higher,” he added. 

The skatepark opened in December 
2006, despite hundreds of letters 
written in opposition to the scheme, 
which critics say should not have been 
built in a residential area.

HOUSE prices in Ely 
have fallen £48 a day 
on average over the 
past 12 months - 
wiping almost 
£18,000 off the value 
of a typical city 
home. 

The alarming fall saw 
the average selling price 
dip by 8.1 per cent since 
November 2007, dropping 
£17,701 from £220,975 to 
£203,274, as banks 
tightened their lending 
amid the troubles of the 
global “credit crunch”. 

And the housing slump 
has been particularly bad 
in recent months, with 
prices dropping by £118 a 
day since July - a five per 
cent fab of £10,679. 

The worrying figures 
have been released by 
Zoopla, the UK’s largest 
on-line property database, 
using statistics from the 
Land Registry 

The statistics show the 
price of a detached house 
in the city plummeted 
£17,984 over the past year, 
while a semi-detached fell 
by £20,183, a terraced 
home £17,341 and flats by 
£13,433. 


Downturn as credit 
crunch hits lending 


David Clark, owner of 
estate agents David Clark 
and Company, in Ely’s 
Market Place, said: 
“We’ve definitely seen a 
downturn. It’s all about 
confidence. Banks are 
unwilling to lend to each 
other, so what chance do 
the rest of us have? 

“The withdrawal of 
mortgage offers is also a 
problem. We’ve had 
potential buyers who’ve 
rang us saying they found 
a good deal with a lender, 
only to be told that the 
deal has been withdrawn 
that evening. 

“It basically means 
higher interest rates and I 
don’t think any rate cut 
by the Bank of England 
will be passed on to 
customers. 

“There must be a pent- 
up demand as people 
always need to move, but 
people are holding off 
from buying in the 
current financial climate. 

“Prices are being chip¬ 
ped away, but it’s not 
making much difference 
to sales as you have a 
limited amount of people 
who can get finance. 


“We are staying positi¬ 
ve though. Ely is still a 
great place to buy” 

Despite this year’s 
downturn, average house 
prices still remain above 
their November 2006 
levels and more than 
£43,000 up on prices in 
2003. 

However, Cllr Ian Allen, 
deputy leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group, welcomed the 
price drop. 

“Cheaper housing is 
better for the area as it 
means more people can 
afford to buy,” he said. 

“It’s unfortunate for a 
small number of first¬ 
time buyers, who find 
themselves with negative 
equity, but overall it’s 
healthy for the local 
economy 

“Rising house prices 
don’t make us any richer 
- if people want to move 
house, they will have to 
sell their house at a lower 
price, but will then 
benefit from lower prices 
elsewhere in the market.”

A NOTORIOUS drunk had to be 
dragged from a tearoom by 
customers after she launched a 
foul-mouthed tirade against “the 
arrogant English”. 

Customers of Tea for Two, in 
Ely’s Market Street, watched in 
horror as South African-born 
Audrey Harris, 59, began her 
racist tirade against random tea 
drinkers on September 16, the 
city’s magistrates court heard. 

The court was told how Harris 
also smashed a dinner plate as 
she hurled abuse at customers in 
the tea shop, including young 
children and their parents. 

She was eventually confronted 


by Jason Watson, who escorted 
her into the street, where she was 
arrested by a police officer. 

Adam Hazelhurst, mitigating, 
said: “She is very remorseful 
about her behaviour. 

“She does not remember 
anything, but when I went 
through the incident, she was 
horrified by what she had said.” 

He added her heavy drinking 
had been caused by frustration at 
a missed court date and stress 
caused by her fractious marriage. 

Normally mild-mannered 
Harris is well known in Ely for 
her furious rants against the 
English when drunk. 


It has seen her appear in the 
city’s magistrates’ court on 
numerous occasions and has 
been jailed for breaching a 
community order imposed to 
combat her regular bouts of 
public disorder. 

Harris, who pleaded guilty to 
public disorder and criminal 
damage in the tearoom, was fined 
£100 for offence and ordered to 
pay £10 to replace the broken 
plate. 

She was also fined £150 for 
breaking a community order and 
ordered to pay £75 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

Taxi sign rules 
‘put girls at risk’ 


YOUNG women 
returning from late- 
night pubs and clubs 
could be put at risk 
by rules forcing 
taxis to remove 
signs from their 
cars, a cab firm 
owner has warned. 

John Skipper, owner of 
Ely-based A10 Taxis, is 
asking a council to scrap 
moves to enforce new by¬ 
laws, which will ban taxis 
from having more than 
two small signs on their 
vehicles. 

It follows a crackdown 
by officers at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council on unauthorised 
“advertising” on cabs, 
which limit cab firms to a 
small logo bearing their 
company’s name on each 
of the taxi’s front doors. 

Mr Skipper believes 
the larger logos on the 
Hackney carriages are 
vital to prevent bogus 
taxi drivers tricking 
young women into their 
vehicle. Evil David 
Atkinson, who murdered 
Cambridge student Sally 
Geeson on New Year’s 
Eve in 2005, posed as a 
private hire driver to get 
her into his car.

Mr Skipper said: “I am 
always reminded of that 
poor girl who was 
murdered in Cambridge 
by someone whom she 
may have thought was a 
taxi driver. 

“Young people on their 
way home from a good 
night out are vulnerable 
and they need to know 
they are getting into a 
licensed taxi. 

“Large letters are 
important for safety as a 
small sign makes it 
harder for people to find 
a cab. 

“It also makes it easier 
for people to take advant¬ 
age of young women as 
it’s not so clear which car 
is a taxi.” 

Mr Skipper is also 
disputing the council’s 
interpretation of the 
word “advertising”, 
which he believes refers 
to third-party advertising 
for other products, as 
seen by some cabs in 
London. 

He believes his signs 
are “livery”, merely 
displaying the name of 
his company 


He said: “They are 
claiming we’ve misinter¬ 
preted the rules. If we 
have, it’s because they 
are unclear. 

“It’s going to cost us 
thousands of pounds to 
change the sign on our 
cars. 

“No-one has ever 
complained about the 
lettering and it was only 
last year that the council 
put us forward to appear 
on TV as an example of a 
responsible taxi firm. 
Now they are saying we 
are driving illegally” 

Liz Bailey, the council’s 
principal environmental 
health officer, said the 
crackdown on lettering is 
important so the public 
can distinguish Hackney 
carriages from private 
hire vehicles, which are 
not allowed to pick up 
fares off the street. 

She said: “We want to 
make sure all vehicles 
comply with the cond¬ 
itions of their licence. 

“Those conditions have 
not changed but many 
taxi companies in the 
area have decided to flout 
them. 

“We need to be seen to 
be enforcing conditions 
fully and consistently”

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Talk less, do more, 
planners are urged 


Slow planning procedures, poor transport links and 
high house prices mean Cambridge is failing to achieve 
its potential, according to a new report. STEPHEN 
EXLEY looks at what needs to be done to encourage 
new investment in the city. 


D ELAYS caused by 
congestion, high 
house prices and a 
slow planning process 
have reduced the flow of cash 
into Cambridge. 

This is the damning verdict of a 
report by the Centre for Cities research 
group, which believes urgent action is 
needed to promote a thriving business 
environment in the city. 

It argues more must be done to 
improve housing, transport and 
planning to make the city more 
attractive to businesses and 
employees. 

Also, businesses which focus on 
industries outside the science and 
technology fields should be 
encouraged to promote the diversity 
of firms in the city during the current 
economic downturn. 

Hannah Brown, research manager 



at the Centre for Cities, said: “Even at 
a time of economic uncertainty, 
innovation is a key ingredient for 
business growth, but supporting 
innovation in Britain’s cities isn’t about 
gimmicky policy initiatives or niche 
business schemes. 

“Instead, cities need to get the 
basics right - delivering good 
transport, better housing and faster 
planning decisions - to help 
businesses to innovate and compete. 
A better business environment in our 
cities will help the next James Dyson 
or Anita Roddick emerge.” 

Cllr Lewis Herbert, leader of the 
opposition Labour group on 
Cambridge City Council, believes the 
local authorities’ “slowness” to take 
action was to blame. 

He said: “Cambridge does a lot of 
talking but other cities do a lot of 
building. It takes Cambridge twice as 
long as other places to get things 
done. 

“The county council has also put off 
the debate on transport until after the 


next elections, because plans like the 
congestion charge will be unpopular. 

“Transport needs to be addressed 
quickly - we need to get moving 
before the city grinds to a halt. We 
have got major congestion problems 
and need major investment in public 
transport. 

“There are a number of housing 
sites that have stalled recently, 
including the notorious Orchard Park. 

“We know the city council could do 
a lot more on affordable housing. We 
need to get talks between the Housing 
Corporation and the city council going 
to get more affordable housing.” 

Cllr Ian Nimmo-Smith, Liberal 
Democrat leader of the city council, 
said the “generic” study failed to look 
at the unique nature of the Cambridge 
economy. 

He said: “The substantial downturn 
in the housing market means the 
opportunity of addressing the issue of 
a shortage of housing has become 
more difficult. 

“1100 per cent agree we need good

transport, but I do not accept that part 
of the problem is needing faster 
planning decisions, which would 
introduce a democratic gap and less 
opportunity for people to have their 
say on decisions.” 

He also paid tribute to the 
pioneering scientific centres at 
Cambridge University and 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

He said: “Looking at the general 
demands of business fails to take into 
account the obvious strengths of 
Cambridge. To look away from 
technology in Cambridge would be to 


miss its obvious strengths.” 

A Government spokesman said it 
had already given local authorities 
enough powers to help them 
encourage their own approaches to 
boost economic growth. 

She said: “These agreements 
enable local bodies to combine and 
deliver more than the sum of their 
parts on key issues that don’t respect 
local boundaries. 

“About 71 per cent of planning 
decisions on major applications are 
now made within 13 weeks, up from 
just 43 per cent in 2002.”

FOLLOWING the nation¬ 
alisation of the mort¬ 
gage business of Brad¬ 
ford & Bingley, many 
believe that buy-to-let, as 
a concept, is dead.

THE PHAETON is 
now in its second 
edition, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

First launched five years 
ago, the new version has 
gone under most folks’ 
radar. It’s been a low-key 
revision, perhaps because 
the Phaeton is operating in 
a low-key realm, a realm in 
which one doesn’t brag 
because such behaviour is 
unseemly - and there’s 
nothing unseemly about the 
Phaeton. 

Subtle style revisions 
including a redesigned 
bonnet, new headlamps and 
rear lamp clusters, plus 
some extra chrome trim 
around the bumpers. The 
essential components are 
the same - why change 
automotive supremacy? Or, 
to put it another way, if the 
underpinnings and engine 
of the Phaeton are good 
enough for VW to introduce 
them into its Bentley 
Continental GT, then it’s 
hard to find anything to 
carp about. 

From the outside the 
Phaeton looks understated, 
so understated, in fact, that 
it verges on anonymity, 
although it’s no mean feat to 
make a 17 foot long motor 
discreet. Open the rear door, 
however, and you’ll see what 
the fuss is all about - the 
rear passengers have 
several feet to stretch their 
legs out. You could hold a 
line dancing session in 
there. It’s glorious - and 
glorious to think that, at 
£40k, this luxury liner is 
still affordable (the 
Mercedes equivalent, the S- 
Class, is priced from £56,000 
and the Lexus LS starts at 
£54,000). Get in the front and 
you’re looking at one of the 


most sumptuous interiors 
you’re likely to see outside a 
Lear jet. Not for nothing are 
Phaeton sales staff specially 
trained - this is a button 
freak’s paradise and it took 
me days to locate all the 
basics. Just setting up your 
18-way seating position 
requires considerable 
dedication. 

A seven-inch screen lies 
at the heart of the 
infotainment system in the 
centre console. This offers 
all sorts of goodies like 
satnav, TV, voice-activated 
mobile phone and 4Zone 
Climatronic details. 

The dials would easily 
have graced a Roller from a 
decade ago, and the acreage 
of wood and leather 
manages to be both 
impressive and reassuring. 

Once you fire this big bird 
up you know you’re in for a 
treat. The drive is sublime 
and utterly unruffled. The 
four-wheel drive adds 
traction to the get-up-and-go 
of the powertrain. It’s a 
bruiser - it weighs 2.7 
tonnes and hits 60 in 8.4 
seconds - but as agile and 
elusive as a phantom. It’s a 
lovely car to drive, feeding 
you back confidence that 
leaves you feeling refreshed 
rather than exhausted even 
at the end of a long journey. 

There’s a fault line 
running through the 
residuals market which the 
Phaeton has identified. Too 
much weight is given to the 
brand and not enough to the 
actual vehicle. Snobbery has 
for too long defined the 
calibre of a car’s used value. 
Wouldn’t it be nice to think 
that these captains of 
industry could buy a car 
based on its actual quality 
rather than its status value? 

They could start 
with the Phaeton. 
It’s not as if any 
humble pie would 
have to be 
consumed! 

Basically 

Phaeton: in Greek 
mythology the son 
of the Sun God 
Helios, the word 
means “the 
shining one”. For 
once a car name 
that makes sense 
- and it’s a worthy 
flagship to boot.

Simpson’s three goals gave Soham 
their first home league win of the 
season, but they were made to work 
hard for the points.
